T he resig nation of C harles I. Bar 
uey, president o f 
the 
Kn ick erbo ck er 
Trust Com pany, precipitated a 
the four branches of the bank to th e 
m orning . 
T he 
directors 
an nou nced 
that they had plenty 
o f m oney to m eet 
all depositors, but the rush 
g tew 
so 
heavy that at noon, after a 
co n feren ce, 
it w as decided to close the bank tem ­ 


porarily. 
The day’s events included the su s­ 
pension tem porarily, and possibly for 
som e tim e, of the K nickerbocker T rust 
Company, a concern w ith $<>.”>,000,000 of 
dep osits; frauti-- selling at panic prices 
of shares on the stock exch an g e; the 
rise of call money to 70 per cen t; 
a 
$ 0,000,000 brokerag e failu re; and the 
circulation of sinister rum ors as to the

of pu blic accou nts du ring the adminis­ 
tration of James S. McCu llou gh, the 
present au ditor, is an index of the 
dev elopment of the state of Illinois. 
On Feb.v 13, 189 7, when the first re­ 
port was compiled by him from state­ 
ments rendered in response to call, 
139 bank s showed assets of $129 ,000,- 
000. 
The last report, u nder date of 
Au g. 20, 19 07, showed 329 bank s in 
operation, with 
$560,000,000 
assets. 
Of* these bank s 44 are located in the 
city of Chicago, with $434,000,000 in 
resou rces. 
The qu estion of the increase in the 
work of the office of the au ditor of 
pu blic accou nts can 
be 
reasonably 
compared wit# i the increase in re­ 
ceipts and disbu rsements of the state 
fu nds. The receipts of the state fu nds 
in the state treasu ry between Jan. 1, 
1821, and Dec. 27, 1823, were $62,- 
226.70; the 
disbu rsements 
cov ering 
the same period of time were $46,- 
285.72. 
The entire receipts into the 
state treasu ry on accou nt of the state 
and ajl special fu nds for the biennial 
period ending Sept. 30, 19 06, were 
$19 ,763,126.57, and the disbu rsements 
cov ering the same period of time for 
all pu rposes were $17,661,017.36. 
Office Created in 1819 . 
The office of au ditor of pu blic ac­ 
cou nts was first created by an act of 
the general assembly , approv ed March 
14. 1819 . 
Under that act the au ditor 
was appointed by the legislatu re and 
was commissioned by the gov ernor. 
The act defined the du ties of au ditor 
to be to k eep the accou nts of this 
state with any state or territory and 
with the United States or any indi­ 
v idu al; to au dit all accou nts of the 
civ il officers of the state who were 
paid ou t of the state treasu ry ; of the 
members of both branches of the 
legislatu re, and all fersons au thorized 
fo receiv e money ou t of the state 
treasu ry . 
The same act fix ed the 
penalty of the bond to be ex ecu ted by 
the au ditor at $8,006. 
By an act of the general assembly 
approv ed Feb. 14, 1831, the general 
assembly was requ ired du ring its ses­ 
sion commencing on the first Monday 
of December, 1834, and ev ery fou r 
y ears thereafter, to elect by a joint 
v ote the au ditor of pu blic accou nts to 
be commissioned, by the 
gov ernor 
The penalty of the bond fix ed by this 
act was $10,000. 
Under an act of the general as­ 
sembly , in force Ju ly 2, 1823, the first 
Monday of December, 1834. and ev ery 
two y ears thereafter, to elect by joint 
v ote an au ditor of pu blic accou nts 
to be commissioned by the gov ernor. 
This act fix ed the penalty of the bond 
of the au ditor at $10,000. 
Under the prov isions of the consti­ 
tu tion of 1848 and 1872 the au ditor of 
pu blic accou nts was elected by a v ote 
of the people for a term of fou r y ears. 
The law now fix es the penalty of the 
bond at $50,000. 
The du ties of the au ditor of pu blic 
accou nts, so far as they relate to the 
state, are practically the same es 
when the office was first created, bu t 
the work necessary in the perform­ 
ance of these du ties has v ery m ateri­ 
ally increased. 
Under the law as it 
now ex ists the au ditor is requ ired to 
k eep an official seal to be u sed to 
au thenticate all writings, papers, doc­ 
u ments and accou nts requ ired by law 
to be certified from his office. 
The 
du ties of the au ditor are to k eep the 
accou nts of the state with any state or 
territory and with the United States, 
with all pu blic officers, corporations 
and indiv idu als hav ing accou nts with 
the state; to k eep all accou nts with the 
state; to 
k eep all accou nts of pu blic 
officers who are to be paid ou t of the 
state treasu ry , of the members of the 
legislatu re and all persons au thorized 
to receiv e money ou t of the treasu ry 
by v irtu e « f any appropriation made 
or to be made by law, and u pon as­ 
certaining the amou nt du e any person 
from the treasu ry shall grant his war­ 
rant on the state treasu rer for the 
su m du e. 
Records All Warrants. 
The au ditor is requ ired to k eep a 
fair record of all the warrants by him 
drawn, nu mbering the same in a book 
to be k ept for that pu rpose. He is re­ 
qu ired to sign all warrants for money 
on the treasu rer of the state, and all 
other papers necessary and proper to 
be signed by him. 
The law also re­ 
qu ires that the au ditor shall be deem­ 
ed the proper officer to institu te all 
su its, motions, or other proceedings 
in law and equ ity in which the state 
is plaintiff, ex cept in cases otherwise 
prov ided by law. He shall alsp k eep 
a correct record of all accou nts by 
him au dited in book s to be k ept for 
that pu rpose. 
He shall k eep an ac­ 
cou nt of all tax es or other money s 
which may be du e by any person to 
the state, and also an accou nt of all 
amou nts which may be paid into the 
state treasu ry , and shall credit the 
treasu rer’s accou nt with the amou nt 
of canceled warrants retu rned to him 
monthly by the treasu rer and giv e 
him a receipt for the same, and shall 
cancel all su ch warrants on his war­ 
rant book . 
All receipts for money s 
receiv ed by the treasu rer are requ ired 
to be cou ntersigned by the au ditor of 
pu blic accou nts. 
The law mak es it tha du ty of the 


auditor to make out and forward to 
each county from time to time for 
the use of clerks and other officer» 
suitable forms and instructions rela­ 
tiv e tp thq assessment of property for 
taxation and the extension and col­ 
lection of the taxes, which instruc­ 
tions are to be strictly complied with 
by the officers in the performance of 
their respectiv e duties under the re­ 
quirements of the sev enue law. He is 
also required to giv e his opinion and 
adv ise on all questions of doubt as to 
the true intent and meaning of the 
prov ision» of the rev enue law.

In France there has 
recently 
been 
launched a motor boat in which the screw 
propeller is placed at the bow instead of 
at the stern. 
This is the invention of 
Andre Gambin. who claims that the Iwmt 
is non-eapsizable. 
The screw ¡s known as 
a “ ty phonoid.” 
It consists of a tfumber 
of 
blades 
sy mmetrically 
distributed 
around an a xis terminating in a cy lindri­ 
cal tube. 
Each blade is composed of two 
surfaces, one of which is spiral-cy lindri­ 
cal, like a loosely rolled sheet of j>aj» erf 
with its inner edge at the a xis and its 
outer portion forming part of the envel­ 
oping tula*. 
The other surface is smaller, 
inclined and helieoidal like the blade of 
an ordinary propeller. 
It extends from 
the front end of the cy linder to a spiral 
line some distance behind the front of the 
first surface or sheet, the front edges of 
both blades being riveted together so as 
to form a cutting edge that slopes hack 
from the apex to the circumference. 'Hus 
motor is expected to develop a speed of j 
sixty miles an hour with 100 horse-power.

Seed selected

seed selected in tty ? ordinary way . 
Heavy -weight seed ears have ex­ 
ceeded medium weight ears in y ield 
by 5.9 buffhels per acre. 
Medium long seed ears have ex- 
oeeded medium short ears in y ield 
by 4.85 bushels per acre. 
Vigor of plant, as shown by ability 
to stand upright, is hereditary . Ear- 
rows growing side by side have shown 
a variation of from no broken plants 
to 56 per cent, of broken plants.

Has Charge of State Hou se. 
As cu stodian of the cap itol and the 
grou nds su rrou nding it, the secretary 
of state op erates a big heating and 
lighting p lant, cares for the elevator 
service in the bu ilding and p olices the 
great stru ctu re. As a member of the 
board of contracts he assists in mak­ 
ing p u rchases of all sort8 , and be­ 
cau se of his intimate acqu aintance 
with the needs of the dep artments is 
exp ected to exercise more than ordi­ 
nary ju dgment in p assing on p rop osl 
tions involving the exp enditu re of 
state fu nds. 
Mu ch of the w’ork of the secretary 
of state is the resu lt of growth, rath­ 
er than of statu tes. The office offers 
u nlimited p ossibilities for an efficient 
official, and Secretary Rose has been 
very active in the way of finding 
things to do. An instance is the vol­ 
u ntary su p ervision which he has u n­ 
dertaken in the case of investment 
concerns op erating in the state, by 
which a good many millions have 
been saved to p oor p eop le. 
Watches “Investment” Comp anies. 
Under the law the secretary Is to 
charter all corp orations excep t banks, 
Insu rance comp anies, and bu ilding and 
loan associations. He also licenses 
foreign corp orations to do bu siness in 
the state. When the so-called “invest 
ment” concerns ap p lied to him for 
corp oration p ap ers a few years ago, 
there was no warrant in law for re­ 
fu sing them, bu t the secretary, be­ 
lieving their p lans imp ossible and 
frau du lent, declined to act Then they 
went to other states, organized, and 
came Into Illinois u nder the foreign 
corp orations act, whereu p on the sec­ 
retary of state 
began 
bombarding 
them throu gh the newsp ap ers. 
The camp aign arou sed the p ostof 
fice dep artment which issu ed frau d 
orders against the leading concerns 
and checked the evil, althou gh it has 
not been able to wip e ou t the bu si 
ness altogether. Frequ ently the of­ 
fice of the secretary can be of su b­ 
stantial benefit to the p u blic while act­ 


ing ou tside Its strict legal limitations, 
and the secretary is now exp ected to 
stand between the p u blic and frau du ­ 
lent corp orations. This is a gigantic 
task, bu t by frequ ent examination 
and constant inqu iry, the books are 
kep t p retty f*ee. 
Receiv es 20,000 Reports a Year. 
The corp orations chartered throu gh 
the secretary of state’s office inclu de 
all mercantile and manu factu ring con­ 
cerns, steam and electric roads and 
telep hones. To these notices are sent 
u nder the anti-tru st law, twice each 
year, and rep orts are requ ired to be 
retu rned. More than 20,000 of these

The information u p on w’hich p roceed­ 
ings are brou ght to annu l the char­ 
ters of delinqu ent and illegal corp ora­ 
tions is fu rnished from the office of 
the secretary of state to the attorney 
general. 
In p assing u p on the nu merou s qu es­ 
tions that arise in the licensing of 
corp orations, a lot of legal snags are 
encou ntered and these make more or 
less trou ble for the dep artment. The 
secretary mu st, therefore, know some­ 
thing abou t the law governing his de­ 
p artment and have a p retty good no­ 
tion of general legal p rincip les as well, 
for he cannot ru sh to the attorney 
general for an off-hand op inion every 
time his Ju dgment Is in the balance. 
The p resent secretary was a su c­ 
cessfu l p racticing lawyer before he 
w’as elected secretary of state, and 
the dep artment has exp erienced lit­ 
tle difficu lty on this accou nt in recent 
years. Several cases have been car­ 
ried to the su p reme cou rt and in ev­ 
ery Instance the dep artment has been 
su stained. Some of the litigation had 
to do with the enforcement of 
the 
comp licated and constantly disp u ted 
election law*
